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LOCAL MAN 
INJURED IN 
A CASE OF 
‘MISTAKEN 
IDENTITY’ 


A LOCAL authority worker 
was so distressed when he 
attacked a man in a case of 
mistaken identity, he 
repeatedly told his victim, “I’m 
sorry, I’m sorry” and 
accompanied him to hospital. 

At Cardiff Crown Court, Christian 
Thomas (23) of Suffolk Court, 
Porthcawl, admitted a charge of 
causing James Latcham actual bodily 
harm. 

He was jailed for eight months, the 
sentence suspended for 18 months, and 
directed to carry out 150 hours unpaid 
work. 

He was also made subject to three 
months’ curfew from 8pm to 6am and 
to pay his victim £1,500 compensation, 
plus a court surcharge of £100. 

Prosecutor Eugene Egan said: “This 
is a very unusual case. 

“In the early hours of Eebruary 27, 
Mr Latcham was walking home in 
Porthcawl. Thomas was also out that 
night and had had an argument with a 
group in the Breeze Club.” 

Thomas believed wrongly that Mr 
Latcham was one of the group and 
rugby tackled him to the ground from

behind. 

“He suddenly realised it was the 
wrong person,” said Mr Egan. 

Mr Latcham suffered a broken 
clavicle, cuts and bruises and was 
advised to take six weeks off work. 

Thomas’s solicitor, Adam Sharp, 
said: “This was an isolated incident 
and there is genuine remorse. He 
accompanied the victim to hospital. 

“What had happened was that 
earlier, Thomas had been set upon by 
two men. He made a big mistake in 
attacking Mr Latcham and heard him 
scream when he went to the ground. 

“He did everything he could to help 
him.” 

Thomas, said Mr Sharp, had an ill- 
spent youth when he lived in Maesteg, 
before moving to Porthcawl. 

He said he had been employed for 
seven years and he didn’t present a risk 
of reoffending. 

Judge Jonathan Lumess QC said: 
“Your victim was wholly unaware of 
what was about to happen to him, and 
he fell awkwardly. He continues to 
have difficulties.”

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'Albino' bluebells 
found at Bryngarw 



FIVE very rare white 
bluebells have been discovered 
at Bryngarw Country Park in 
Brynmenyn. 

The ‘albino’ flowers lack the 
pigment that gives bluebells their 
traditional purplish blue colour and 
only occur once in around 10,000 
flowers. 

A single flower was found in 
Bryngarw’s Nature Garden, an area 
normally used by school groups, and 
four others were seen in the 
woodlands. 

Keith Douglas, senior ranger at 
Bryngarw Country Park, said: “White 


native bluebells are incredibly 
uncommon and we are excited to have 
found at least five of them growing in 
Bryngarw. Please don’t pick them. 

“Nature loves to surprise and there 
are always discoveries to be made, so 
we would encourage everyone to 
venture outdoors and enjoy the 
beautiful countryside we are fortunate 
to have right on our doorstep.” 

The UK is home to almost half of 
the world’s population of bluebells 
{Hyacinthoides nonscripta) and since 
1998 it has been illegal to collect 
native bluebells from the wild for 
commercial purposes.

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Ford are doing "amazing’ things with bacteria 


T he door knocking and 

electioneering is over for another 
five years for the Welsh Assembly. 
The GEM purdah period is over so I am 
back writing this column and can bring 
you up to date with other things I have 
been doing over the last few weeks. 

I accept there is much to moan about locally but 
just for once, let’s look at where we are 
outstanding. 

Let’s start with the Ford factory. It’s been a 
feature of our landscape since work started on the 
factory site in 1977, so we tend to take it for 
granted; yet it is a hive of innovation, opportunity 
and environmental best practice. 

Now this is not an advert for Ford. This is 
about local opportunities, local skills and local 
thinking that is impacting on a multi-national 
company. 

Bridgend may be a cog in a huge wheel but it is 
a creative and evolving one that changes how the 
wheel functions. 

If you start with the 79m tall wind turbine that 
dominates the skyline, there is a great story that is 
not just about generating enough electricity for the 
equivalent of 267 households and cutting on 
average 490 tons per year of carbon emissions. 
Pretty good - but for me, the jaw-dropping 
innovation they have developed in Bridgend with 
other partners is what is described as ‘a Ford- 
owned patent-protected family of non-pathogenic 
bacteria called microcycle’. 

Now some may think that is very boring, but it’s 
actually amazing. Think of the old computer game 
of Pac Man - the cherry eating monster; except the 
microcycle bacteria eat metal in waste water. 
Through a number of cycles the bacteria eat

their way through water used in the engine making 
process to remove the metal and other waste, so 
the water is clean enough to go into sewers, or 
even to be reused in the engine making process. 

I love this idea. Bacteria removing the need for 
a filtration plant, reducing the use of chemicals, 
energy, no sludge, no oily waste, no by-products to 
dispose of. All of this engineering, biology and 
chemistry in a Bridgend plant. 

If you already know all about this, I suspect you 
have a child in a local school or one who is eager 
to study engineering because locally, the company 
are using their innovative environmental ideas to 
teach children about engineering. 

Local primary schools visit the plant to learn 
how the wind turbine operates and to build their 
own turbines. A Saturday club lasting 12 sessions 
brings young people into the plant to learn that 
engineering is not the old oily rag job of the past. 

A new project targeting bringing girls into 
engineering is also just about to take off, as is one 
with schools, pupils and parents. 

Why on earth should you care about this? Try 
reading

Now, I appreciate this does sound like a sleep- 
inducing piece of bedtime reading, but it will keep 
you awake. Engineering is worth £280 billion a 
year to the economy and generates almost 50 per 
cent of our exports. 

In the next six years, we will need around 1.25 
million new engineers to enter the workforce if we 
are to keep generating the wealth and innovation 
that gives the UK its place in the world. 

That brings me to apprentices. I am always

amazed when I meet the Eord apprentices. This is 
the Oxford or Cambridge of schemes, with 
competition to gain a place high. Applications 
come from as far away as India, so highly regarded 
is the four years of education, training and 
opportunities the schemes offers. 

The long-term career opportunities are huge. 

One young man I met at the plant started as an 
apprentice and now is responsible for a £900 
million turn over and 430 staff. 

The schemes are so successful that 65 per cent 
of the management team at the Bridgend plant 
started as apprentices, as did many of the 
company’s senior managers around the world. 

I have not mentioned engines at all so far, 
despite Bridgend building 750,000 Sigma petrol 
engines a year for Eord cars and the V8 engine for 
Jaguar Land Rover. Later this year, the new 
Dragon engine will come to Bridgend after the 
plant won against competition from factories in 
Spain, Germany and Romania to house the 
European base for building the new engine. 

This has brought an investment of over £181 


million to the plant and safeguarded thousands of 
jobs locally in supporting businesses. 

As I said at the beginning, this article is about 
how we fail to understand the opportunities, 
innovation and skills here in Bridgend. Quietly, 
day after day, amazing things are happening. 

One local holiday provider employs 350 staff to 
support 492,000 bed-nights of visitors with 26,000 
holidays sold a year and has over 500,000 day 
visitors a year. 

Trecco Bay: another long-term feature of our 
landscape we tend to forget and fail to appreciate 
the local wealth it generates, with increasing 
numbers of visitors coming in from Europe via 
Cardiff airport to use Porthcawl as a base to 
explore south Wales. 

Einally, in a debate on prison violence, I 
commended work undertaken between Parc Prison 
and South Wales Police. The Minister not only 
knew about Parc, he could name a leading staff 
member saying: “I thank the Hon Lady for praising 
the work of HMP Parc in her constituency - in 
particular, I would praise the outstanding family 
work done by Gorin Morgan-Armstrong - and I 
am grateful to her for raising the issue of good co¬ 
operation with the local police. 

“I am pleased it is working well in her area, but 
she is right that it varies across the country. It is 
an issue that I take extremely seriously and about 
which I have regular conversations with the 
policing Minister.” 

Bridgend has so much to offer that is 
outstanding. But first we need to recognise that 
and stand proud of what is achieved here.

ABMU staff are celebrating after helping 
the community of Maesteg win 
recognition for its approach to people 
living with dementia. 

It means organisations and businesses in the 
town have worked together and will now be able to 
display the prestigious ‘Working to Become 
Dementia Friendly’ symbol. 

Community health staff played a key role in the 
application to the Alzheimer’s Society and are now 
looking forward to building on their success - and 
on the teamwork with other groups which made it 
possible. 

Celia Ware, manager of the north community 
integrated network, said she was delighted the 
application had been successful: “This really has 
been a joint effort - we have had so much help 
from Bridgend County Borough Council, Maesteg 
Town Council, the local police and fire service. 

“Also we couldn’t have done this without the 
support of BAVO, the voluntary council covering 
Bridgend, who have helped spread the word and get 
resource material out to the community.” 

Maesteg’s status as a ‘Dementia Friendly 
Community’ means that staff in shops, pubs and 
local services have an appreciation of dementia and 
the difficulties it can bring to people and their 
carers or loved ones. 

It is now one of a number of towns, villages and 
cities taking steps to becoming dementia-friendly 
and as part of the scheme, launched by the 
Alzheimer’s Society in 2012, its progress will be 
used to help others follow its example. 

Celia said: “We know that being able to keep 
people who have dementia at home in their own 
community as long a possible has major positive 
implications on their health. 

“Our integrated network - nurses, social 
workers, occupational therapists, ambulatory care - 
can help play a role in keeping people well and 
independent in their homes but we are just part of 
the bigger picture.” 

BAVO’s health and social care facilitator Kay 
Harries said: “This is about all of us - from staff 
serving in shops, queuing behind someone in a 
bank, travelling on the same bus - just being nicer 
to people by showing tolerance and courtesy. 


“We also want to help spread the word about 
how people with dementia should be treated and 
how we can ah make a contribution. It is ah about 
knowledge.” 

The status will be launched at a special event 
being held this Dementia Awareness Week which 
runs from May 15-21. 

The ceremony at Central Church, attended by 
civic dignitaries, will not only see ABMU’s primary 
care director of nursing Vicky Warner receive the 
official certificate marking the status, but will also 
feature an afternoon tea dance allowing people 


with dementia and their carers to get together 
socially. 

Celia said: “This is a community project and it 
should be run by the community so the next stage is 
to give people a say and find out how they want to 
see this develop. 

“We are not standing still, we will always have 
more work to do but our next plan is to target 
schools so young people can have a better 
understanding of dementia and can grow up helping 
to dispel myths about people who have it. We want 
to create a dementia-friendly generation.”

Natalie Hall, NRW’s 
water manager said: “A 
seaside holiday or day 
out at the beach are 
amongst the most 
popular activities for 
many families.

WEEK FOCUSES ON MENTAL HEALTH ADVICE 


RELATE Cymru and Mind Cymru are 
encouraging people to make a 
‘relationship resolution’ in support of 
Mental Health Awareness Week. 

Relationships are key to good mental wellbeing - 
a recent survey by the Office of National Statistics 
(ONS) showed that 89 per cent of people asked felt 
that good relationships with family and friends was 
most important to them. 

Relate counsellor, Arabella Russell said: “ We all 
know from our day-to-day lives the impact that 
relationships can have on our mental health - both 
good and bad. 

“But the quality of our relationships isn’t just 
down to fate. There are practical things that we can 
do that make a difference to our relationships with 
friends, partners, family, colleagues or neighbours 
and in turn benefit our wellbeing. That’s why we’re 
encouraging people to make a relationship resolution 
today.” 

The chief executive of Barry Mind, Caroline 
Chapman, added: “It can be difficult to know what to 
say or do to help when someone you know 
experiences a mental health problem. But there are 
lots of simple, everyday ways you can support them. 

“Sending a text, chatting over a cuppa, giving 
them a call or inviting them out for a walk - just 
small regular things that you’ve always done are a 
reminder that you’re there for them and can make a 
big difference to how someone feels. 

“Reaching out to a friend, family member or 
colleague can be a really beneficial step in their 
recovery, and encouraging conversations is a really 
important way in tackling the stigma and 
discrimination that can surround mental health 
problems.” 

Five relationship resolutions: 

• Start saying ‘hello’ to your neighbours and 
stopping for a chat. It’ll make you feel more a part of 
your community. 


• Call your parents once a week to see how 
they’re doing rather than waiting for them to call 
you. 

• Ban smart phones and laptops for at least one 
evening a week so you can spend quality time with 
your partner. 

• Do something to surprise your partner every 
month. It can be anything from bringing them 
breakfast in bed to leaving them a romantic note or 
booking some theatre tickets. 


• Is there a colleague who you haven’t got to 
know yet? Make an effort to chat to them each day 
and make them feel welcome.

‘Black Henna’ 
tattoo ’warning 


THIS summer, the 
British Skin 
Foundation would 
like to warn the 
public of the 
dangers of so-called 
‘black henna’ 
temporary tattoos. 

Research among 
dermatologists in 2015 
revealed they are seeing 
an increase in reactions 
at their clinics across the 
UK. 

Parents hoping to treat 
their children to a 
temporary tattoo this 
summer on holiday or at 
the funfair, and party- 
goers at festivals, may 
not realise the dangers of 
black henna tattoos. 

The majority of black 
henna tattoos are not 
based on henna at all, 
but a substance called 
para-phenylenediamine 
(PPD) which is found in 
hair dyes. PPD is 
allowed for use in hair 
dye, but its use for skin 
contact products such as 
temporary tattoos is 
illegal in the European 
Union. 

When PPD is used on 
the skin in this way it 
can cause blistering, 
painful skin bums and 


may even lead to 
scarring. It can also 
leave the person with a 
lifelong sensitivity to 
PPD, which increases 
the risk of a severe 
allergic reaction when 
using hair dye in the 
future. 

Dr Anjali Mahto, 
consultant dermatologist 
and British Skin 
Foundation 

spokesperson reinforced 
the findings saying: 
“Black henna is well 
known to cause skin 
reactions and should be 
treated with caution, 
particularly in children.”

BARRY ISLAND author and public 
speaker, Ron Powell’s, new book. Wings 
Over Malta, takes the Barry-born hero of 
his Battle of Britain novel. Wings Over 
Summer, into the ferocious air battles 
over Malta. 

Ron, a retired RAF pilot and father of two, 
explained: “When I was researching Wings Over 
Summer, I was amazed at how many Battle of 
Britain pilots went on to fight above the tiny 
Mediterranean island of Malta. I knew then it would 
have to be the subject of my next novel.” 

Wings Over Malta opens in March 1942, when

and love {Boyhood, 
the Before...

Bad News Bears) or 
pushing the limits 
of technology 
{Waking Life, A 
Scanner Darkly) are 
always intriguing 
and watchable. 

His latest film, 
Everybody Wants Some!! 
(named after the Van 
Halen song) has been 
pitched as a spiritual 
sequel to both Dazed 
and Confused and 
Boyhood, telling the 
story of a group of 
college baseball players 
in 1980 (including Blake 
Tenner, Tyler Hoechlin, 
Glen Powell and Wyatt 


Russell) as they 
negotiate the final three 
days of summer before 
school starts. Much 
partying, drinking and 
reflecting on life 
ensues... 

If the premise of 
Everybody Wants Some!! 
smacks a little of the 
comedies of the 1980s 
such as Porky’s, and as 
such, you take it to be a 
film more concerned 
with poor taste humour 
than creating something 
with a degree of depth, 
then you would be 
wrong. 

While there certainly 
is a large degree of male 
banter, it’s anchored by 
being a thoughtful, yet 
riotous, film, that 
transplants the nature of 
friendship and growing 
up into a film of 
incredible pleasure and 
delight. 

It’s a film that drips 
with testosterone (the 
female characters are 
loosely sketched, with 
the exception of Zoey

between the characters 
that it’s almost 
impossible not to be 
caught up enjoying their 
adventures. The film 
never shies away from 
balancing the absurd 
with the heartfelt, a mix 
that could jar, but 
instead feels wholly 
natural. 

The story is a shaggy 
dog one, a series of 
moments and incidents 
held together by the 
group themselves, but 
there is so much to 
enjoy. 

Blake Tenner’s Jake is 
our eyes and ears, the 
freshman moving into 
the house and being 
taken out for a drink by 
his new teammates 
before he’s even had 
chance to unpack, and 
from here on every 
character gets their 
moment to shine, even if 
some stand out more 
than others. 

The group themselves 
are a wonderfully 
sketched bunch, with 
even the least likeable 
ones afforded shots at 
redemption that are 
taken. As they are 
reminded, they’ve gone 
from being the best in 
high school to just 
another face in the 
crowd at college, and 
that sense of competition 
and one-upmanship is 
always there behind the 
good times, though it’s 
never played for drama. 

That’s Linklater’s 
masterstroke - rather 
than trying to give the 
film a sense of 
worthiness with a 
cliched turn or playing a 
predictable arc, he just 


concentrates on letting 
us spend time with the 
characters, whose depth 
is both surprising and 
welcome. 

This isn’t just a group 
of neanderthal sportsmen 
making the most of their 
profile, there are 
genuinely touching 
moments played out 
constantly, which makes 
it more satisfying than if 
it resorted to lazy 
storytelling tricks. 

Linklater’s films have 
always been imbued 
with a sense of what’s to 
come, and this is no 
different. While the 
party may be in full 
swing, the eyes are 
partly on the future, 
whether that’s realising 
you may not have the 
talent to become a 
professional baseball 
player, that the rigmarole 
of nine-to-five may be 
your fate, or that at some 
point, or that your 
friends may take a 
divergent path 
elsewhere. 

As a countdown 
gently reminds us how 
many days and hours 
there are until the start 
of class, it also acts as a 
countdown to the start of 
the characters’ 
development from 
college baseball players 
to grown-up men. 

Yet this slightly sour 
note only mates the 
sweetness all that 
sweeter, and you’d be 
hard-pressed to come out 
of Everybody Wants 
Some!! feeling anything 
but satisfied. With a 
stellar ensemble, 
Linklater has crafted one 
of the most relaxed, 
humorous and touching 
films of the year - you 
should definitely Want 
Some!! 

VERDICT: A heady 
shot of nostalgia, mixed 
in with some good- 
natured bonhomie and a 
whole load of fun.

Tark and Ride’ arrangements 


T he Park and Ride is provided free 
of charge to festival goers and 
again has two sites at Llwynhelig 
Farm (travelling from the west) and 
Cowbridge Comprehensive School 
(travelling from the east). 

These are directed clearly with AA signage so 
follow these which will direct you to the best one. 
From the comprehensive school, it only takes about 
10 minutes to walk into town so you don’t have to 
wait for the bus. 

Buses travel at least every half hour from each 
site at peak times. Traffic is incredibly busy in 
Cowbridge over the weekend so please bear with 
our drivers. Buses from both directions drop you 
right in the centre of Cowbridge for you to 
experience the great shops then follow signage to 
the festival sites. 

The parking is kindly looked after by the 
Cowbridge Cricket Club and the buses sourced by 
Watts Coaches. 

There is parking in town at the Town Hall car 
park and Cattle Market car park - however, these 
fill up incredibly quickly and are ‘one out, one in’ 
from then on. Other private car parking facilities 
exist, but understandably, get rather annoyed if you 
abuse these. 

Disabled Parking 

AS in previous years, we have worked with the 
Vale Council to secure extra disabled parking at 
the Cowbridge Food and Drink Festival. The 
council has given permission for us to extend the 
existing disabled bays behind the public loos to 
this entire area. 

We will be erecting additional signage to 


emphasises this and enforcement officers will be in 
Cowbridge over the weekend and have the 
authority to issue penalties for any vehicle without 
a valid blue badge displayed. They have been made 
aware of this additional area. 

As there are enforcement officers in Cowbridge 
over the weekend, we urge visitors to pay special 
attention to any parking restrictions in place 
wherever you are parking. 

Thanks again to the Vale Council for allowing 
this valuable provision during the festival. 

As a potential alternative, the Comprehensive 
Park and Ride site is on a level surface with good 
sized bays and the P&R buses are wheelchair 
compliant so, if at all possible, this could provide 
another option for travel.

violent - and they’ve seen hundreds of shows.” 

A pretty remarkable statement, when you think 
about it, because it suggests that the fellowship 
manage a pretty intense form of monitoring of their 
offspring. 

One quirk of the media storm was that, although 
Barry Town Council has been Labour since the dawn 
of history, it was Ian Johnson of Plaid Cymru who 
was the council’s spokesman.

the 49-year-old. “I didn’t 
think I would get out of 
my group, so I’m 
overwhelmed. 

“I tried to stop him 
(Rob Davies) but he is a 
class act - he is on top of 
his game and the best of 
luck to him." 

Paul said he now has 
another four months to 
train before the 
Paralympic Games in 
Rio de Janeiro, which he 
says is his top focus this 
year. 

“For me to beat the 
world No 2 and play the 
world No 1 in the final 
after 22 months away is 
not a bad achievement 
for an old guy,” he said. 

“Getting back to full 
fitness has been a 
challenge. But I have 
missed competing so 
much as I love being 
under pressure and the 
atmosphere of the 
competition hall.” MP
